A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
alms read by MAT.COLM X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "ail" people of African descent In the 
Western Hemisphere, as well as "our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent.

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Assistant Director Malone of the New York Office advises that neither ^ 
he nor any of the men in the New York Office confirmed the FBI has Special Agents ^ 
working in Harlem. Mr. Malone said all inquiries from whatever source had bfifin £ 
answered with a "no comment" in connection with this matter. ^^ *

that Negro Agents are working in Harlem.

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MMI, according to the article would be a broadly based politically oriented black 
nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions* In 
this public statement MALCOLM X urged Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 1964, with the 
Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New Tork County, New Tork, New Tork, reflect 
that the MMI was incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the State of 
New Tork to work for the imparting of the Islamic Faith and Islamic Religion in 
accordance with "accepted Islamic principals."
